“We never thought any more about what 
little Lena said until they brought us word 
of the drowning,’ said Mrs. Mary Koehl, 
the dead boy's mother. “The children say 
80 many things, and we never thought of, 
mying any attention to her dream, except 
hat we noticed how fr ightened she seemed 
whe ‘n she told of it.’ 

“It seemed to me in my dream that I 
saw a coffin lying on the table in my room,’

MEET AT PEKIN OR TIEN TSIN. 


ALLIES SAID TO BE STILL FIGHT- 
ING AT CHINA’S CAPITAL. 


| Conflicting Reports as to the Where. 


abouts of the Empress Dowager, 
the Emperor and the Royal 
Court—Belief That They 
Have Fled from the 
Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The 
Chinese government, through Li Hung 
Chang has made application to the 
United States for the appointment of 
Minister Conger or some other Ameri- 
can official with authority to open ne- 
gotiations for the establishment of peace 
and for fixing definite terms for the set- 
tlement of the present trouble. The ap- 
plication came to the Chinese minister 
today and was taken by him to the state 
department. Li Hung Chang’s applica- 
tion for the appointment of a peace com- 
missioner expresses willingness to con- 
duct the negotiations at a point desired 
by the powers, and it is expected that 
this will be Pekin or Tien Tsin. A similar 
application has been made by Earl Li 


gestion of Minister Conger as the Ameri- 
can commissioner is based on the idea 
that, as Minister Conger has been rescued, 
he has now the opportunity to proceed to 
the point where negotiations will be held 


not suggest any particular terms nor does 
it ask for the withdrawal of troops. It 
requests that the negotiations shall be 
for the purpose of bringing about a ces- 
sation of hostilities. 

The application to the United States is 
understood to be similar to that made to 
other powers. Under the circumstances, 
it is probable that there will be a con- 
ference in order that the powers may act 
in unison. As to this, however, there is 
no official announcement, for Li Hung 
Chang’s application has barely had time 
to get before the President and his ad- 
visors. 

Another important development is that 
two of the influential viceroys of China 
had made application to the powers, in- 
cluding, it is believed, the United Sgates, 
that no disrespect be shown to the Em- 
peror and Empress Dowager of China. 
lt is understood that the government is 
informed that at least one of the con- 
tinental powers is prepared to answer 
that there will be no personal indignity 
of disrespect to their mafjesties. 

The condition inside of Pekin was 
made more clear today by a dispatch 
from Admiral Remey, giving authentic 
reports from one of his staff officers, 
Lieut Latimer, as to the situation on 
the 15th. It spoke of the troops “Moving 
on the Imperial City” and “Clearing out 
the Tartar City.” This latter city con- 
tains the Tartar Argenal, and is the 
headquarters for the vicious Tartar 
troops. 

It is said at the War Department that 
the reports of continted fighting in 
Pekin indicates that tise allied forces 
found a state of anarchy & the city, with 
many disorderly people aad no method 
of controlling them.

trains. 

This is a typical Towa village of about 
1500 inhabitants, but this week it looks like 
a cosmopolitan camp for an international 
anti-work or peace conference. Fully 20600 
tramps will be here by Wednesday and the 
only thing that is worrying Britt is the 
fear that 1999 of them will like’ the town 
and vicinity and will not agree to move 
away after the convention. The police 
force has been trebled (making three men 
altogether now) and although the ‘boes can 
have everything they want this week, from 
grub to booze, they must move on by 
Saturday and must agree not to rob any 
chicken roosts or damage any happy homes. 
Trust Idea 

Among Tramps. 

Four years ago a band of Illinois tramps 
decided that self-protection demanded union 
among hoboes, just as it does among the 
working classes. Accordingly they organ- 
zied a state federation of tramps and held 
a convention to talk over the “easy places’’ 
of the state and where the best ‘‘poke-outs”’ 
were to be found. The ’boes related their 
experiences “hitting the road,’ and warned 
fellow-tramps where the dogs were the 
fiercest and the mince ples the most in- 
digestible and mysterious. Accordingly the 
next vear was a good harvest for the Tili- 
nois hoboes. Their Western brothers were 
not slow in learning the advantages of 
such organization, and state federations 
sprung up all over the West, and soon ex- 
tended to the East; so that now there is a 
siate organization “of tramps in every state 
in the Union. They have their signals, 
grips, signs and passwords just like any 
other fraternity. Last year the national 
convention was held in Illinois, and at that 
time Britt, Io, was selected for this year's 
meeting. Conventions have been held in 
all the states and delegations selected in 
every one except California. 

The blanket stiffs beyond the Cascades 
have a very high opinion of themselves, and 
find life so easy there they object to com- 
ing West for even a week. Then the South- 
ern Pacific and the Ogden Short Line have 
unjustly discriminated against them and 
the union, by resolution adopted, withdrew 
its blind-baggage patronage from these 
railways, so the convention has to do with- 
out the California 'boes. But every other 
state is sending its worst, and Britt is 
catching the sociological drippings of the 
country.

LESS WAGERING THAN IN THE 
PAST TWENTY YEARS. 


Only a Few Heavy Bets Made, the 
Most Recent Being $30,000 to 
$10,000 on Republican 
Victory.

NEW YORK, Aug 20.—The odds on Mc- 
Kinley are from 5 to 1 to 2 to 1, the popu- 
lar rating seeming to be 3 to 1. The big- 
gest recent bet—$30,000 to $10,000—was made 
at Saratoga, L. V. Bell, the horseman, put- 
ting up the larger amount on McKinley. 
Jack McDonald, ex-bookmaker, took the 
Bryan end, and it is said that a portion 
of the $10,000, was supplied by Richard Cro- 
ker. There has been less betting in Wall 
street upon the result of the election this 
year than in 20 years. Few actual bets 
have been made, despite the fact that sev- 
eral firms quote daily odds and make pert- 
odical announcement that they have large 
sums of money to place. 

There is about $500,000 In Wall street to 
be offered on President McKinley at very 
close odds. Bell & Co. are credited with 
having $250,000 of this money, while Edward 
Wassermann holds $200,000 and Louls Worm.

ARLINGTON, Minn., Aug. 20.—Last night

The baby was found dead on the 
lounge, the girl on the floor of her bed- 
room. A second boy was seriously wounded 
and has been brought to town, where it is 
feared he may dle. 

Wallart took to the woods after the crime 
and has not yet been located.

police have no power to prevent 

cars from being run at a dangerous 
» of speéd. There is no ordinance gov- 

erning the speed at which electric cars 
shall be operated. In the old horsecar days 
this matter was looked after by the fra- 
mer'’s of the city’s laws. The courts have 
ruled that the old ordinances do not apply 
to electric street railway lines. In the 
absence of a law under which convictions 
could be made it would be useless for the 
police to make arrests. In fact, as mat- 
ters now stand, a policeman would not be 
justified in arresting a reckless motorman 
even though the recklessness were evident. 

“Until the laws are amended the police 
can do nothing to prevent street railway 
accidents. If a life is lost we may hold the 
crew for the coroner but we cannot go 
further thar? that."’ ‘ 

General Manager Baumhoff, in reply to an 
inquiry from the Post-Dispatch, said: 

“The company is doing all it can to in- 
vestigate the accidents of yesterday and 
ascertain if any of the trainmen were re- 
sponsible. This is always the custom, no 
matter how slight an accident may occur. 

“The mode of procedure is similar to that 
on steam railroads when there is a collision. 
The train crew is called before the division 
superintendent and questioned as to the ac- 
cident. The testimony of other witnesses 
is tuken when possible, and everything is 
done that can be done to fix the responsibil- 


ty. 

“To-day the several superintendents on 
the lines where yesterday's collisions and 
other accidents occurred are trying to find 
out just how they happened.” 

Mr. Baumhoff said he regretted the un- 
usual number of accidents, and said that 
as the day was hot the travel to the parks 
and amusement resorts was particularly 
heavy, and aS Many persons rode in wagons 
the liability to accident was greater than 
ordinarily is the case.

THE INDEPENDENT NEWSPAPER. 


President Painter of the Missouri Press Association at the 
meeting in this city, contrasted the work of the journalist as 
@ news gatherer and as a political partisan. He asked why 
men who rely upon their paper in news matters had no use 
for it politically. His reply was that in matters political the 
partisan editor was “as great a fakir as was ever graduated 
from the new Chinese school.” And he asked why this con- 
fMition @xists. The reply is worth noting: 

In one instance both the editor and paper seek to 
be honest, independent, fearless; in the other the editor 
is forced by the paper to line up with his party—he is 
not independent; often he is not honest, and as a 
general rule he is cowardly, for fear he may offend 
some scheming politician and thereby lose his influence 
with the party. 

The day of the partisan newspaper is past. The public loves 
fairness and hunesty, and it knows that these qualities are 
not consistent with extreme partisanship. Falsus in ,uno, 
falsus in omnibue applies to a newspaper as to other walks of 
life. The partisan editor who warps, exaggerates and sup- 
presses facts for the sake of partisanship in the editorial 
colamns may expect his readers to “have no use for him” 
@s a guide.

Successful Career. 

Oliver Tebeau has been recognized as one 
of the greatest generals of the game of 
baseball and until his retirement as a play- 
er was conceded to be one of the best 
first basemen in the profession. He was 
born in St. Louis on Dec. 5, 1865, and be- 


_gan his career as a professional ballplayer 


with the Jacksonville, ILll., club in 1885. 
The next season he was with’ the St. Joe 
club of the Western League. The Denver, 


Colo., club of the same organization se- 
cured him in 1887, but sold him in the mid- 
dle of the season to Chicago. Later he went 
to Omaha, and in 1888 he became a mem- 
ber of the Cleveland club, with which he 
remained until he was transferred to Bt. 
Louis in the spring of 1899. 

A student of the game from the day 
that he adopted baseball as a profession. 
Mr. Tebeau developed traits which earned 
for him promotion to a managerial position
